lowa’s Crop Situation Serious 


Because of Rainless Hot Wave 





DES MOINES—(INS) — Iowa’s 
.crop situation is serious because of 
the hot, rainless weather for the 
last 11 to 16 days in most of the 
northern one-third of Iowa, Charles 
senior meteorologist and 
director of the U. S. weather bur- 
eau, said here today in his weekly 
Iowa weather and crop bulletin. 

In the extreme northwest coun- 
ties where the heat and drouth 
have been long continued and in- 
tense corn is past help, he said. 
Threshing progressed rapidly, he 
stated. 

Grasshoppers, he said, are doing 
serious damage in a good many 
western and a few eastern counties. 

Mr. Reed’s summary follows: 

1; { Hot, rainless weather for the past 
AS to to 16 days in most of the north- 
fern one-third of Iowa and for 8 
in the central and southern 
ortions, has created a serious sit- 
uation. Wells are failing that did 
not fail in 1894 nor since. Positive 
Geterioration of all vegetation has 
occurred in about one-half of the 
counties, mostly north. Tempera- 
tures around 100 degrees were gen- 
eral in many northern and western 








counties. In the extreme northwelt 
counties there were ‘four days and 
temperatures of 100 degrees or 
higher, and the highest was 105 at 
Inwood. Sunshine was 98 percent of 
the possible amount. Grasshoppers |g 
are doing serious d ge in a good 
many western and few eastern 
counties, but they are not of the 
migratory species that came in 
clouds and caused almost total des- 
truction of vegetation in 1874. 

Threshing progressed. rapidly, 
with excellent weather. There has 
been almost no weather damage to 
grain in shock. Yields of oats are 
variable, ranging from very light to 
very good. In most cases even the 
large yields are light in weight. 
Barley is running a little better 
than oats, while winter wheat yield 
and quality is generally good. So 
little spring wheat is raised that no 
reports have been received. 

Corn deteriorated steadily in the 
northern counties and is past help 
in some of the extreme northwest 
-counties, where the heat and drouth 
have been long continued and in- 
tense.

Governor La Follette spoke at some length on the necessity 
for advanced social legislation but it is highly improbable that 
the new congress will accomplish anything important along

The money does not grow on trees 
nor does it spring into being by the enactment of legislation. 
If the national government distributes money—the people 
have to supply the money and the people are now staggering 
under a load-of taxes which is almost unbearable. , 
Something more economically sound tan distributing 
money will have to be devised before thecountry gets back on

SERUMS AND VACCINES A 
HUMBUG 


According to the published state- 
ments of the best authorities vac- 
cines and serums have failed in the 
prevention 4nd treatment of dis- 
eases. Further proof is given in 
this article that not only do serums 
and vaccines fail to do what has 
been claimed previously but there 
is a great risk in their use. 

Among the medical profession are 
many conscientious § physicians, 
however, because of the power of 
organized medicine, working as it 
does through elected public bodies,

We belive. that = es 3s 
safe in assuming that” 
busy physicians who are so favor+ 
able to this form of treatment for 
all manner of conditions have not 
taken into consideration the natur- 
al history of the diseases treated, 
ner have the clinical conclusions 
been Wased upon such an analysis 
of all the findings as is necessary 
in order to arrive at facts. On 
the other hand there are physicians 
who are convinced that what little 
benefit is secured from _ vaccine 
therapy is far outweighed by the 
possible. dangers. . In fact con- 
clusive evidence shows that in a 
number of cases death was consid- 
ered to have been caused by the use 
of vaccine subcutaneously injected. 
- In view of recent events and 
a better ‘knowledge of some of the 
conditions . . . trustworthy observ- 
ers are losing. some of their early 
enthusiasm,” 

If death often occurs from the 
use of vaccines as is so,frankly ad- 
mitted -by this orthodox medical 
writer, it stands to reason that in 
many cases serious results develop 
to impair the health of the patient.

Now it is admitted such is not the 
ease but that these new products 
have aH of the “advantages” of 
toxin-antitoxin without any of the 
“disadvantages” incident to previ- 
ous inoculations by the old meth- 
od.’ Toxoid is another preparation 
which is said to need “appraising.” 
No doubt serious faults will develop 
with its use and some new product 
will be recommended with just as 
much enthusiasm by the manu- 
acturers as was the case with the 
* products. 

n order to, show the disastrous 
consequences incident. to.the inn- 
jection of horse serum, the follow- 
ing paragraph is quoted fromthe 
Journal of the AMA, Vol...94; No. 
26, p. 2046 and was written by Bret 

“I am preimarily interested here 

“J,am promarily interested here 
n presenting experimental: and 
clinical observations which I deem 
convincing enough to offer as a 
possible explanation for the parti- 
cular natural horse serum hyper- 
sensitiveness encountered when a 
child or an adult, receiving an in- 
jection of horse serum for the first 
time, dies in actute anaphylactic 
shock or manifests grave accelerat- 
ed allergic reactions.” 

Cases are then cited by Dr. Rat- 
ner giving the details of such re- 
actions and show the terrible suf- 
fering of the victims. Still, or- 
ganized medicine would subject ev- 
ery school child to such dangers 
if it had its way to force serums 
and vaccines on the~public. Were 
it not for the present stage of 
commercialized medicine these pro- 
cesses would soon pass and the pub- 
lic health would be much better.

Golfers and Baseball Players 
Have Learned to Eat Lightly 





By JAMES L. KILGALLEN 

NEW YORK — Seldom do you 
hear, anymore, of a ball player “eat- 
ing himself out of the big leagues,” 
or of a star golfer losing a national 
championship through his appetite. 
Athletes in all branches of sports 
have learned how to eat, or maybe 
we should say how not to eat. 

Most ball players of today, in con- 
trast to the rugged types that play- 
ed the game twenty years ago, eat 
conservatively. They have to in or- 
der to make the grade for it takes 
speed as well as brawn to stay up 
there in the majors. The managers 
of the big league clubs usually find 
out on the spring training trips who 
are the gourmets and when they see 
@& man naying too much attention 
to food they regard him with a sus- 
Picious eye. 

Bobby Jones and Johnny Farrell 
long since learned that. they could 
not play their best golf if they ate 
a heavy mid-day meal. They both 
dine sparingly between rounds. Al 
though Jones eats lightly he has a 
tendency to take on weight easily. 
Farrell is the opposite. Even though 
he used to be a heavy eater he re- 
tained his slim, supple form. How- 
ever, when carbunkles began crop- 
ping out on his neck Johnny realiz- 
ed something was wrong. He cut 
out the heavy food and the result 
was his game improved and the 
eruptions on his neck disappeared. 

I noticed out at the Inverness 
country club in Toledo where the 
national open championship was 
staged that the players relaxed 
rather than ate between their 
morning and afternoon rounds. Ad- 
joining the locker rooms is a res- 
taurant and a lounging room. Most 
of the golf stars spent their time in 
the lounging room rather than in 
the cafe during the °in-between- 
rounds period. They played bridge, 
poker and chess or simply chatted. 

Many of the golfers did not eat 
at all, merely sipping a glass of milk 
or lemonade. Those who did eat con- 
fined their gastronomic activities to 
the consumption of a sandwich. No 
full meal of roast beef, mashed po- 
tatoes, salad, coffee, pie and ice 
cream for them. After such a re- 
past it would take them five or six 
holes to “get going” in the after- 
noon round. 

Many of the golfers have learned 
what not to eat by bitter experience. 
Leo Diegel, it is said, had to learn 
how to cut down his food. He is now 
very careful of his diet when in a 
championship match.

Before the first round was a 
minute old he had cut a deep gash 
across Osa’s forehead and the blood 
streamed down the Spaniard’s face. 
They were fighting furiously at the 
bell and refused to stop, almost pre- 
cipitating a riot. 

Retzlaff is the brightest star of 
the new crop of heavyweights. He 
has been boxing for only three years. 
In that time he has scored thirty 
knockouts and won four decisions. 
Retzlaff also has scored impressive 
knockouts over Tom Heeney and 
Ralph Ficucello. Johnny Risko, how- 
ever, lasted the limit with Retzlaff. 
Steve Hamas of Passaic, N. J., 
who like Retzlaff was on exhibition 
last night, also made a fine impres- 
sion on the boxing experts and fans. 
Hamas scored a technical knockout 
over Frank Morris of the New York 
national guard in the seventh of a 
scheduled eight round bout. 

Hamas has been on the firing line 
for only a year and a half. In that 
time he has scored sixteen knock- 
outs in eighteen starts, winning the 
other two by decisions.

The Medical Trust

‘As if this phase of the Alabama medical trust laws were 
not enough, its American Medical Association board of ex- 
aminers is given the power to revoke the license of any phy- 
sician in the state. Among the reasons sufficient to cause 
the revocation of a license are the following. 

“Unprofessional conduct of a character likely to deceive, 
defraud or injure the public in matters pertaining to health.” 

This sounds all right, until we remember that a medical 
trust board of examiners is to judge as to what constitutes 
medical “deceiving,” “defrauding” and “injuring.” Of course 
such a body will always see the medical trust brand of medi- 


others as fakes, frauds and deceptions. The joker in this sit- 
uation is that there is nothing in the law to prevent them 
from looking at matters exactly in this way, and as a mat- 
ter of .act that is the way it works out in practice. 

The Alabama medical practice act further provides that: 

“The board shall have the right to determine all questions 
as to the sufficiency of the complaint, as to its procedure 
and as to the admissibility and weight of the evidence.” 

This remarkable provision completes the process whereby 
the Medical Association of Alabama becomes an airtight 
monopoly.. ‘It makes this body judge, jury and prosecutor of 
any doctor or drugless healer who may incur its enemity or 
displeasure. 

He is hauled before this hand-picked body, perhaps to ans- 
wer to the charge of unprofessional conduct, “‘deceiving: the 
public” or malpractice, all of which offenses, or alleged of- 
fenses, are committed countless times by medical trust doc- 
tors. The unlucky victim finds that his accusers determine 
what testimony he may offer in his own defense, but they. 
have the sole power to determine the value of the evidence 
which he offers, judge him and fix the penalty! - 

The inquisition or the court martial never had anything on 
this body. The courts of justice are not clothed with such ar- 
bitrary and sinister power. .And yet it is essentially a hody 
picked and owned by a private monopoly to do the bidding of 
a private monopoly. 

Doctors who dare to differ from the organized physicians 
are literally at its mercy. It can, with perfect im- 
munity, deprive men of their livelihood, drive them 
from their chosen profession and life’s work, ruin 
their careers, blast their reputations, dishoncr them. What 

Doctors who dare to differe from the organized physicians 
enemity of this all-powerful monopolistic body? This ‘condi- 
tion exists not only in Alabama, but in most other states. 

The medical trust has an almost unbelievable stranglehold 
on medical education, possessing a practically irresistible 
power in molding and controlling the medical profession and 
medical practice. 

The Alabama State Medical: Association, in common with 
most state medical associations; determines through the State 
Board of Examiners, the standing of the college from which 
all applicants for medical licenses graduate. State ;Medical 
Associations, in determining his standing, announce that they 
are guided_by the rating given the colleges by the American 
Medical Association. 

If a student wishes to practice medicine, he must go to a 


will not be allowed to even take an examination. As a vesult, 
the medical colleges that ‘the American Medical Association 
does not approve go out of existence because students will not 
attend them. The student knows in advance what colleges 
he must attend in order to get before the omnipotent medical 
trust boards of examiners. 

This control of medical education by a private monopoly is 
one of the most sinister and dangerous conditions confronting 
the American people today. It enables a selfish private inter- 
est, primarily interested in profits, to determine present and 
future conditions of life and health in America.

TOWN MEETINGS 
REVIVED TO SIFT 
PUBLIC PROBLEMS 


FORT DODGE; Ia. —(INS)— A 
revival of the old New England sys- 
tem of town meetings has been 
staged here as the first of a series of 
open forum meetings proposed by 
Judge William S. Kenyon, member 
of President Hoover’s crime com- 
mission, as a practical means of ar- 
riving at a solution of pressing pub- 
lic problems.

He pointed out 
that “Every citizen, man and wo- 
man, is asked to consider himself 
or herself a member of the Public 
Open Forum 

Citizenship is the only require- 
ment for membership. 

“We might need an extra payee.

We woitld be glad to réad that sbme of the men who were 
guilt? of atrocious punishment of prisoners, punishment 
which easily cotmes under the head of cruel and unusual, have 
been deleted from the government payrolls. 

We are frequently reminded of the man who was beaten 
unmercifully at a certain U.S. penitentiary and then thrown 
into the mad house because he complaified. In his particular

This is a great menace 
and the sooner the public awakens 
to it, the sooner medical tyranny 
will be abolished: 

“The manufacture of serufns and 
vaccinés is practically all under the 
control of great moneyed intetfests 
or ‘foundatiotis,’ atid every concei- 
yable form of advertising and pro- 
paganda is being employed to force 
the use of these health destroying, 
pus-products upén the’ public. Be- 
ware of any attempt upon the part 
of the government to mix public 
education and public health, or to 
consolidate thém into one bureau. 

“It is an underhanded plan and 
if it can be worked out, the medical 
grafters will then ask for police 
power to forcé medication upon the 
public, ahd medication of such a na- 
ture as to pollute the. blood stréam.” 

Pute blood is the best protection 
against disease. 

More than half the medical doc- 
tors in the country are hot members 
of the American Medicdl assdcia- 
tion. There is an incfeasing ten- 
dency of constienciotis physicians to 
revolt against .medical ‘tyranny and 
thé dictates of organized mediéine. 

any are expelled because they «re 
more zéalous. to serve humanity 
than organized Medicine, and such 
physicians are then denied the use 
of hospitals controlled by the “sys- 
tem” and are branded as quacks 
and subjected to unfair disérimina- 
tion, often resulting even in perse- 
cution. 

While the A. M. A: represents a 
minority of the physicians of the 
country, still this minority controls 
practically all departments of 
health, city, state and national, and 
legislation is proposed by this sys- 
tem to give even more power to o1- 
ganized medicine. Education and 
a general awakening of the ptblic 
to the insidious médical propagan- 
da will eventually prevail against 
the fallacies 6f preventive mediéine, 
especially when the dangers inci- 
dent to the use of sefums ahd vac- 
cines becomes. more  genefally 
known.
